Addressed Lusaka Governor No.379, repeated 
Leopoldville and Saving U.K. Mission Geneva and Khartoum. 


United Nations High Commissioner for Refugees has 
informed Foreign Office that there are about 200 English 
speaking Sudanese refugees in the Congo (Leopoldville) 
between ages of 15 and 20, who wish to continue their 
education, Voluntary agencies in the Congo have offered 
to build and staff a school for them, but Congolese 
Government has refused permission on grounds that it 
would be wrong to give 100% secondary education in 
English to Sudanese refugees when equal facilities do 
not exist for the indigenous population. 


26 The High Commissioner has asked informally 

whether there is any possibility of these students being 
educated in Northern Rhodesia, if he were able to 
provide the necessary scholarshipse Grateful to learn 
as soon as possible whether there is any chance of 
finding school or college places for all or any of 

these refugees, and for your comments generally. 
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We have had a letter from the Chairman of the British 
Red Cross Society (Lord Inchyra) to Sir Harold Caccia in 
which, among other things, he mentions a request from the 
Uganda authorities for help with refugees from the southern 
Sudan, He says:- 


"Incidentally, with reference to what I have said 
about the appeal to us from the Uganda authorities for 
assistance in dealing with the influx of refugees from 
southern Sudan, I would certainly hope from the point 
of view of the British Red Cross Society that an 
opportunity will be taken of the coming visit of the 
President of the Sudan to say something to him about 
the situation in the southern Sudan, Quite apart 
from the general humanitarian aspect of the problem 
the British Red Cross Society is directly involved, in 
that the Red Cross in Uganda is still a Braneh of the 
British Red Cross Society here and has not yet become 
an independent National Red Cross Society, As far as 
the British Red Cross Society is concerned, we 
certainly find it much more satisfactory to devote the 
by no means unlimited funds available for overseas 
work to the relief of suffering caused by natural 
disasters bather than those brought about by governments 
themselves," 


2. We do not feel at first glance that this is a suitable 
subject to raise with the President of the Sudan during 

his State Visit; but I should be grateful if you could let 
me have some further information about the position from 
the Uganda angle, such as the numbers involved and the help 
which the Red Cross is being required to provide, I am 
also a little puzzled that the Uganda Red Cross is still a 
branch of the British Society, as when I left there 
legislation to provide for an autonomous Uganda Society 

was on the stocks.
